In one of the qniet and secured val- 


leys of Cape Colony, not far from King 
William's Town, there is a comnmnity 
of Dominican nuns who have demon- 
strated tbe fertility of woman's re- 
sources and genius. Blacksrpithing is 
not ordinarily regarded as an occupa- 
tion to which women would take kind- 
ly, but these Sisters of St. Dominic sue-, 
cessfnlly conduct a blacksmith shop, 
some of the nuns acquiring a proSci- 
ency in metal working that would have 
delighted the heart of old Vtilcan him- 
self. 


Some years ago a company of .devout 


Dominican nuns, eager to sow the seeds 
of religion in South Africa, left the time 
honored convents in Europe and estab- 
lished a settlement in the British colony 
of the Cape of Good Hope, where a con- 
siderable tract of fertile land was se- 
cured. Here they built a chapel and 
convent, and, in connection with their 
ministrations of religion and mercy, 
they till the soil, producing abundant 
crops, which are sold to the miners and 
diamond seekers of the neighboring 
country. Finding farm laborers scarce 
in this land, where most of the digging 
is for gold and diamonds, the nuns 
quietly put their hands to the plow, 
anci thus their community thrived. 


Finally a plowshare was broken, and 


there was no blacksmith shop in the 
neighborhood where it could be mend 
ed. This, however, did not disconcert 
.the self reliant and energetic'sisters. 
They at once sent to Cape Town for the 
materials and tools' and established a 
smithy of their own.

knowledge of the craft, and they no 
not only do the smith work required 
on their extensive farm, but have a 
large patronage from their neighbors. 
They shoe horses and oxen, repair farm 
machinery and transform rod and bar 
iron into oil sorts of useful appliances 
—hooks, hinges, staples and ringbolts. 


These feminine blacksmiths of the 


Dominican convent are experts and do 
their work as well and as quickly as 
men. 
The precision of the hammer 


swinging nun seems to exercise a sort 
of fascination over the others of the 
sisterhood, and she is greatly admired 
by them. The Boer neighbors regard 
the nuns at work over the anvil and at 
tbe forge with something of suspicion 
and resentment, the English stand and 
wonder and the natives look on with 
awe and reverence. 


'The smithy, which stands a short 


distance from the convent, is a long, 
narrow building, supplied with a well 
built brick forge, strong ox hide bellows 
and heavy anvils and hammers. In the 


. center of the shop can frequently be 


seen, tethered to a strong, oaken rack, 
a big draft horse, and the patient nun 
fits tbe redbot shoe to the scorching hoof, 
nailing it deftly and securely, carefnll> 
rasping down the rough places and then 
patting the animal gently as her task 
is concluded. The torse is shod as neat- 
ly as a man would have done it. 


As one approaches the convent of 


these Sisters of St. Dominic the brown 
clad nuns are seen busily at work in 
the fields hoeing, pruning, following 
the plow drawn by strong limbed oxen 
or tending the herds in the pastures. 
They are never idle, and they seem to 
be happy and cnntented in their life of 
labor au<3 devotion. 


At close range the most striking 


affect in the appearance cf a Sister 
of St. Dominic as seen in Cape Colony 
is her rosy, bronzed face, so different 
from the pale and almost colorless com- 
plexions of the nuns under ordinary 
conditions. This rosy glow comes nat- 
urally.. It-comes from their daily toil 
In the smithy and the fields exposed to 
the fierce heat of the forge and the rays 
of the African sun.

The ribbon is 
gathered in a peculiar way, and when 
the thread is pulled it draws it into ;i 
succession of gathers like cockleshells. 


I cannot tell all the fancies of these 


new trimmings, as no one cpuld under- 
stand them if I did, but puffed gath- 
ered ribbon is very pretty and showy. 
In this both edges are gathered and 
the centsr is thereby, raised. Other de- 
signs are laid on flat anci others gath- 
ered or finely quilted in the middle. 
One other way produces little beadlike 
puffs. The trimming is very effective 
however it is done. 


_ These capes were exceedingly beau- 
tiful and elegant. 
They were lined 


with light, but crisp taffeta. Another 
was made of black net, reaching only 
to tbe elbows. It was much wider than 
the others, and around the bottom wer 
four inch wide ruffles of black crepe 
lisse. The rest was covered with a scroll 
design in very narrow black lustring 
ribbon, with an occasional bead and 
line of six to ten black spangles.
